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Oxford Regional Economic Atlas: the 
U.S.S.R. and Eastern Europe. Prepared 
by the Economist Intelligence Unit and 
the Cartographic Department of the 
Clarendon Press. London, Oxford Uni- 
versity Press, 1956. viii, 134p. maps.

This atlas is the first of a series of re- 
gional atlases planned to follow the pub- 
lication in 1954 of the Oxford Economic 
Atlas of the World (see Subscription 
Books Bulletin, April 1955). Others in 
the series, according to the publisher, will 
be the Middle East (Morocco to Iran); 
Africa; Canada and the U.S.A.; Europe; 
Latin America; India, China, and Japan; 
and S. E. Asia, Australia, and New Zea- 
land. 

The volume under review covers the 
following countries: the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, East Germany, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Romania, Bul- 
garia, Albania, Mongolian People’s Repub- 
lic, and Yugoslavia. A note in the prelim- 
inary pages of the book states the basis 
for inclusion: “The Eastern European 
countries (except Yugoslavia) are in- 
cluded with the U.S.S.R. since their econ- 
omies are becoming more and more closely 
integrated. Yugoslavia is not now in close 
economic relations with the other coun- 
tries but is included as being a geographi- 
cal part of Eastern Europe. It is intended 
that these countries of E. Europe should 
also be covered by the Oxford Regional 
Economic Atlas of Europe. Although there 
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might have been some case for including 
the other Communist countries of Asia ob- 
vious practical considerations of scale 
made it necessary to omit from this volume 
all but the Mongolian People’s Republic.” 

The three chief geographical advisers 
for the atlas, Theodore Shabad, New York; 
C. D. Harris, University of Chicago; and 
E. W. Russell, formerly Reader in Soil 
Science, Department of Agriculture, Ox- 
ford University, have published authorita- 
tive works and are established men in the 
field. Twenty-two other organizations and 
individuals are credited with assisting in 
the preparation. There is an extensive 
bibliography of atlases, books, and period- 
icals. 

The atlas is arranged in three main 
parts: general reference maps (p.4-19); 
topic maps and text (p.20-102); and 
gazetteer (p.110-34). An index map show- 
ing the administrative subdivisions of the 
U.S.S.R. appears on the front end paper. 

In the initial section the general refer- 
ence maps with layer coloring are designed 
to provide “comparatively large-scale cov- 
er of the more developed parts of the 
region.” The maps are conical orthomor- 
phic projection of varying scales with the 
exception of the Eurasia map which is 
zenithal equal area projection and the 
Western U.S.S.R. which is zenithal equi- 
distant projection. The colors and shadings 
clearly project the physical features and 
do not unduly interfere with the legibility 
of the clear type used. The maps are 
quickly and easily read, and the large- 
scale maps of lesser-known areas, i.e., 
Caucasia, with “1 inch to 95 miles approx.,” 
should make this section very useful for 
general reference. Major oil pipelines, 
railways, roads, and canals are also shown. 

The topic maps and supplementary text, 
which form the major part of the work, 
cover physical geography, agriculture, 
minerals, industries, and human geogra- 
phy, providing material on geology, soils, 
climate, transport, population, and eth- 
nography. For agricultural produce and 
livestock, location dots are used to indi- 
cate general amounts of production con- 
centration. The tables of world production, 
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giving percentage breakdown by major 
countries, are repeated from the Ozford 
Economic Atlas of the World. (However, 
not all material included for this region 
in the World edition is repeated in the 
atlas under review. In the World, a full- 
page map was given for horses with the 
U.S.S.R. listed as having the largest per- 
centage of the horse population of the 
world. This information is not in the 
Regional atlas, which includes only cattle, 
sheep, and pigs under the livestock head- 
ing.) 

For production of coal, metals, textiles, 
and rf ‘troleum, the refining areas and the 
production areas are located and their 
importance indicated by symbols as major, 
secondary, or minor, or in the case of oil 
refineries, by capacity. 

The text for each topic, although a brief 
summary presentation, adds statistical ma- 
terial as well as interpretations of available 
information. The publisher states that 
figures for the area covered are difficult to 
obtain, the official statements frequently 
being in terms of percentages of earlier 
years and other measures of achievement. 
If there is great doubt about a figure that 
is used, this is indicated in the text or 
table. In the introductory material it is 
also noted that “The figures used in com- 
piling the maps are for the year 1954, or 
1953 where later figures are not available.” 
This should not be taken to mean that 
where actual figures are quoted in the 
text they are 1953, or later, figures of ac- 
tual production. Those for the production 
of coal and lignite in the chart insert on 
the map on page 54 are 1950 figures for the 
areas of the U.S.S.R.; or the figures may 
be as early as 1946, as in the case of the 
production of mercury in Czechoslovakia 
(p.73), which was the last year for which 
detailed data are available. 

A recent publication of the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board, Studies in 
Business Economics, number 55, 1957, en- 
titled Statistical Handbook of the U.S.S.R., 
is a translation of a Soviet work, Narod- 
naye Khozyaistvo S.S.S.R. (National Econ- 
omy of the U.S.S.R.), Moscow, 1956.

Economic Atlas was not possible in many 
instances since production figures in both 
cases were not always given for similar 
dates. However, in general there would 
seem to be considerable agreement be- 
tween the two. For example, the Oxford 
publication gives coal production in 1950 
as 262,000,000 tons and the Conference 
Board publication gives the 1950 figure as 
261,100,000 tons. Electric power production 
for 1950 is given by Oxford as 90,300,000 
kilowatt-hours and the Conference Board 
figure is 91,200,000 kilowatt-hours. There 
is a slightly greater variation in the figures 
given for sugar beets with Oxford listing 
24,000,000 tons in 1950 and the Conference 
Board 22,100,000 tons in 1950. 

In many instances, the text provides 
historic economic background for the sub- 
ject. Major transportation developments 
are indicated and some future projects are 
noted. Travel time for air and rail, based 
on 1955 information, is given between 
principal locations. The population map 
is made more useful by the inclusion of a 
chart giving founding date and recent 
population growth for U.S.S.R. towns over 
300,000 estimated population. The ethnic 
section presents a clear picture of this 
mixture of peoples through the fine map 
and textual descriptions of ethnic groups. 
The final text sections, unrelated to spe- 
cific maps, discuss industrial progress and 
trade. 

Unfortunately, there is no index to this 
material and a list of Topics and a table of 
Contents in the front of the book do not 
provide the user with ready access to spe- 
cific items in the extensive textual mate- 
rial. 

The list of Topics, arranged alphabeti- 
cally, refers, with two exceptions (agri- 
culture and fertilizer), to maps only, not 
to supplementary text. It is frequently 
necessary to search the maps carefully for 
the listed topics as they are not always 
immediately apparent. For instance, Salt 
... 78 (actually p.79) appears in the map’s 
legend in parentheses under Sodium Chlo- 
ride (salt); Kok sagyz ... 51 is in a box of 
text in a map, and castor seed, olives, hemp 
seed, listed separately in the Topics, are 
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on a single map entitled Linseed & other 
Vegetable Oils. 

The table of Contents shows the location 
of both maps and text but the headings 
more often than not vary from those used 
in the body of the work. In the textual 
material, locating specific items or subjects 
can be difficult and time consuming despite 
these two finding devices. Under the major 
heading Coal and Electric Power (called 
Fuel and Power in the table of Contents) 
there is a table for electric power produc- 
tion in Eastern Europe including Yugo- 
slavia. However, there is no indication that 
additional figures on electricity for Yugo- 
slavia are to be found in the section on in- 
dustrial progress in Eastern Europe. 

There is also unlocated information on 
livestock under the section covering the 
historical development of agriculture in 
the U.S.S.R. This includes a chart of the 
“Number of Cattle, Sheep, Goats and Pigs 
in the U.S.S.R.” The Contents lists text 
erroneously for livestock on pages 40-41 
under the heading, “Livestock and vege- 
table oils”; there is no text for livestock 
on these pages and the text for vegetable 
oils is on pages 41, 44, and 45. The text for 
Engineering appears on half of page 65 not 
pages 64-65. The items in the nonmetallic 
minerals map on page 79 are, with two 
exceptions, identified as being on page 78, 
in the list of Topics. 

The final section contains the 25-page 
Gazetteer, with the following explanation 
given regarding population figures: “The 
most reliable and latest figures available 
have been given for towns over 50,000, 
irrespective of whether these are from 
censuses or estimates. Comparative dates 
are given for places with interesting 
changes of population.” Some general in- 
formation is also given in the Gazetteer 
following the place name, such as river 
port, sawmill, or swamp. Former or alter- 
native names are given in brackets. No- 
where is it stated what basis of inclusion 
was used in listing place names. Because 
of differences in spelling and the constant 
changing of place names, no accurate com- 
parative check of inclusion could be made. 

The end-paper map, to which the 
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Gazetteer also gives location reference, is 
the only map to show clearly in outline 
form the administrative divisions of the 
U.S.S.R. Although the same boundaries 
also appear on the maps in the first section 
of the atlas, they are sectional maps with 
broken area boundaries and include much 
additional information which makes the 
boundary lines indistinct and often difficult 
to read. The map would have been much 
better placed in the body of the work. 

Considering the difficulty of securing 
accurate figures, those presented in the 
Oxford Regional Economic Atlas can be 
presumed to be generally reliable in view 
of the sources and experts consulted and 
on the basis of the little checking it was 
possible to do with other available figures. 

In content and clarity of presentation it 
is a worthy successor to the Oxford Eco- 
nomic Atlas of the World. It is similar in 
binding and physical appearance to World 
Atlas, samples of which have worn well 
during two years of use. 

The atlas contains information not read- 
ily available elsewhere; the maps are clear 
and present no difficulties in interpreta- 
tion; the text is brief, lucid, and yet in- 
cludes extensive economic information, 
facts, and figures. The lack of an index is 
regrettable as locating specific items or 
subjects can be difficult and time consum- 
ing, if not impossible. It is hoped that in 
future volumes of the series this will be 
corrected and adequate indexes included 
and that a more careful editing will elimi- 
nate the type of careless error found too 
frequently in this volume. 

The Oxford Regional Economic Atlas: 
the U.S.S.R. and Eastern Europe is in spite 
of its shortcomings recommended to pub- 
lic, college, university, and special libraries 
needing information regarding this area of 
the world.

compiled by Roberta Briggs Sutton and 
published by H. W. Wilson Co., 1935. Ac- 
cording to the Preface, “This supplement 
includes seventy new titles and completes 
one ten volume set of oratorical year- 
books.” 

The Index is divided into two parts: 
“List of Books Indexed,” comprising 71 
individual entries; and “Speeches,” con- 
stituting the major portion of the book— 
436 pages. The symbols for the works in- 
dexed precede each entry in the “List of 
Books Indexed.” Sources are given in the 
“Speeches” section by symbol rather than 
by author and title as in the 1935 publica- 
tion. This change saves space, provides a 
more compact publication, and makes 
sources “easier and quicker to locate,” as 
claimed in the Preface. 

The books indexed bear copyright dates 
from 1933 to 1955, with three exceptions of 
earlier or undated imprint. The Preface 
states that “The Chicago Public Library’s 
collection has been the basis for this book,” 
but the compiler expresses her apprecia- 
tion for assistance from the Library of 
Congress, Northwestern University Libra- 
ry, and the public libraries of Milwaukee 
and St. Louis “in supplying the necessary 
volumes to make [the Index] complete.” 
It is thus evident that the compiler has 
not attempted to index all anthologies of 
speeches nor all books on public speaking 
published from 1935 to 1955; she has at- 
tempted, however, to bring subject cover- 
age up to date to make true her claim: 
“publications in this subject area are fairly 
well indexed for the first half of the twen- 
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tieth century.” 

The Preface further states that “most 
of the books [in the “List of Books In- 
dexed”] are indexed in their entirety, 
others indexed only for complete speeches 
or models of types of speeches, with very 
short selections, extracts, and documents 
omitted.” The assumption would be that 
books not designated otherwise had been 
indexed in their entirety. This is not al- 
ways the case, however. A spot check of 
books supposedly indexed completely re- 
veals omissions in the indexing of their 
contents, e.g., Harding, Harold Friend, ed., 
Age of Danger; Doxsee, Herald M., ed., 
Practical Study of American Speeches, and 
Monroe, Alan Houston, Principles and 
Types of Speech. Conversely, some books 
listed as “Indexed for speeches only” or 
“Indexed for complete speeches and talks 
only” have been indexed more completely 
than indicated or for materials other than 
those noted, as in Reager, Richard Cran- 
ston and McMahon, Ernest E., Speech Is 
Easy; and Friedman, Edward L., The 
Speechmaker’s Complete Handbook. 

This work is arranged by author, sub- 
ject, and type of speech in one alphabet. 
It is not, however, a title index as claimed 
in the Preface: “a dictionary arrangement 
of author, title, type of speech and cross 
references all in one alphabet.” No titles 
are listed as main entries although they 
are listed under type of speech or subject. 
This omission makes it impossible, unless 
one knows the author, to locate such fa- 
mous speeches as “The Iron Curtain,” 
“Blood, Sweat and Tears,” or “Four Hu- 
man Freedoms.” The items found under 
main subjects or types of speeches include 
references to textbook examples and sug- 
gestions for preparing speeches. All main 
entries are printed in capitals with the 
exception of author entries which use cus- 
tomary capitalization. 

Author entries precede subject entries 
of the same name. For each entry, source 
(by symbol) and initial paging are given 
but not inclusive paging. 

Examination of several books indexed 
reveals that many speeches listed in the 
Index are not contained in their entirety 


in the source, yet the entry does not indi- 
cate this fact. 

Coverage of types of speeches seems 
sufficient, e.g., 21 different types of pres- 
entation speeches with 53 entries; 63 com- 
mencement addresses; 579 introductions; 
17 types of dedication speeches with 47 en- 
tries. The media of radio broadcasting 
and of television broadcasting are not 
clearly indexed since a combination head- 
ing, Radio and Television Broadcasting, is 
used. Only 17 sources are given under 
this heading, these 17 being in no way in- 
dicative of the famous radio speeches of 
many types included in source references 
throughout the Index without indication 
that they were radio presentations. 

Alphabetic letter division breaks, such 
as were employed in the original Speech 
Index of 1935, have been omitted in this 
supplement, but guide words at the top 
center of each page have been added. The 
first main entry on the left-hand page is 
used as the guide word there and the first 
main entry on the right-hand page the 
guide word there. This right-hand page 
guide word may be confusing to some who 
are accustomed to general dictionary and 
encyclopedia usage of the last main entry 
on the right-hand page as the guide word. 
When there are many pages of material 
under the same main entry, that entry is 
repeated as the guide word on each page 
completely devoted to material under that 
entry, e.g., “introductions” as the guide 
word on each page, pages 203-16. 

An attempt has been made to index a 
specific speech under as many subjects as 
are useful as well as under author and type 
of speech. Spot checking of several entries 
reveals curious omissions of certain logical 
subject assignments; but, in general, ma- 
terial may be located satisfactorily by any 
one of several subjects. The choice of 
subject headings in the Index is, however, 
somewhat confusing, with no one authority 
traceable and inconsistencies noted. United 
States-Constitution is used, but Declara- 
tion of Independence is entered without 
United States. There are entries for V-E 
Day and for V-J Day, but no entry for D 
day, though at least one important speech

dealing with the latter subject is listed in 
the Index. 

Cross references are adequate in quality 
as well as in quantity. A check of entries 
A through D (p.13-119, approximately 25 
per cent of the book) shows 79 see subject 
cross references and 52 see also. See re- 
ferences from one form of name to another 
and see and see also references to joint 
authors are included when needed. 

In order to locate speeches delivered by 
famous orators antedating 1935, it is well to 
use both the Speech Index and the sup- 
plement volume under review, Speech 
Index, 1935-1955, since the latter some- 
times indexes speeches for which no 
source is given in the former. 

The book is adequately bound in fabri- 
koid; print is bold-face throughout. Inner 
margins are inadequate for rebinding but 
sufficient for ease of reading. 

The coverage of speech material offered 
by this fairly well-organized index is 
adequate. Except for certain inconsist- 
encies and omissions in subject headings 
and the lack of title main entries, sources 
of speech materials can be located easily 
in this index. The Speech Index, 1935-1955, 
supplementing the Speech Index, offers the 
only available indexing of materials in this 
field and for this period of time. It is rec- 
ommended.

Written over the past 16 years these incisive 
sociopolitical articles by an American jour- 
nalist reflect his shift from a tepid communist 
sympathizer to a not always uncritical advo- 
cate of Western policy. Observations on the 
death camps of World War II Europe, the pac- 
ifist dilemma, and Gandhi’s triumphs, a sur- 
vey of left-wing politics during the last two 
decades, and a comparison of the U:S.A. with 
the U.S.S.R. indicate the wide range of an 
intellect which never divorces the human ele- 








ment from the political scene. Controversial 
but always trenchant commentaries and re- 
flections for the intellectual reader.

A retired children’s librarian pays tribute to 
Frederic Melcher, donor of the Newbery and 
Caldecott medals which are awarded annu- 
ally by the Children’s Library Association of 
the American Library Association, identifies 
the bookman and artist for whom the medals 
are named, traces the history of the awards, 
describes the procedure followed in select- 
ing the winners, surveys the medal-winning 
books, and evaluates the influence of the 
awards on children’s literature. The style is 
uninspired, but the book fills a need by mak- 
ing this material accessible. A particularly 
helpful feature is provided in the appendix, 
which lists Newbery and Caldecott winners 
and runners-up.

A priest of the Anglican church, pleading a 
return to unity in faith, defines Christian fun- 
damentalists as those who lay great stress on 
the fundamentals of their religion.

The somewhat prosaic events are 
made interesting by the very lifelike charac- 
terization of Amelie herself, her brother and 
father, and the people who frequent the café.

Films 


These reviews are compiled by the A.L.A. 
Office for Adult Education, with the coop- 
eration of the A.L.A. Audio-Visual Commit- 
tee, in an effort to encourage wider and 
better use of films by public libraries. The 
films are selected on the basis of technical 
quality, imaginative narration and treatment 
of subject, authenticity, and achievement of 
purpose; point of view and use in the com- 
munity are also noted. This month the films 
have been reviewed by Karline Brown, Pub- 
lic Library of Cincinnati (Ohio) and Hamilton 
County, and Ida Goshkin, Akron (Ohio) Pub- 
lic Library. All films are 16mm sound and are 
black and white unless otherwise indicated. 


Frightened child. Los Angeles Commun- 
ity Chest. Distributor: International Film 
Bureau. 1957. 19min. $95. 


After her mother’s death of a malignancy, 
eleven-year-old Janie is confused, lonely, 
fearful, and accident-prone and feels that in 
some way she is responsible for her mother’s 
death. Her father, on duty with the Navy, 
seems remote even though she sees him occa- 
sionally and he writes regularly. Rejected by 


the aunt with whom she has lived, she is 
placed by the children’s bureau in an excel- 
lent foster home. Here her experiences— 
tragic, sympathetic, and sometimes overly 
dramatic as at the carnival—brighten her 
mood which is symbolized by her dark-toned 
painting giving way to painting “in the sun.” 
At the film’s end Janie is on the road to sta- 
bility. A distinctive feature of this mental 
health film is that it treats a child’s reaction 
to a world of adults. Other valuable concepts 
examined are the way in which children build 
up feelings about themselves and the opposite 
sex and the fact that good though it is, paren- 
tal influence is not the only influence. The 
portrayal of Janie is beautifully and consist- 
ently done and a human touch, aided by a 
clear, articulate script, distinguishes the film, 
which was produced by the same group that 
made Boy with a knife (Booxuist 53:560, J1 
1 57). Not a film for lay discussants; if it is 
shown to parent groups a professional psy- 
chiatric worker is recommended as discussant. 
It offers stimulating discussion material for 
teachers who are specialists in child develop- 
ment, foster home staffs, foster parents, and 
student and public-health nurses. 


Miracle in Java. United Nations. Distrib- 
utor: Seminar Films, 480 Lexington Ave., 
N.Y. 17.

An excellent documentary which shows the 
work in rehabilitation of maimed veterans in 
Indonesia. It opens with Dr. Saeharso seeing 
the need and making a small start when he 
learns that artificial limbs can be made. Re- 
alizing that the need is too great for him to 
handle alone he appeals to clubs, the govern- 
ment, and disabled veterans associations. The 
World Veterans Federation gets aid from the 
U.N. A building is erected, a nurse and sur- 
geon sent in, and the work begins. A young 
machinist who lost his arm and a polio victim 
are seen helping each other as they learn to 
use their new appliances and the narration 
describes their suffering, hope, and joy in 
learning to use their limbs. Narration is by 
Edward Murrow. Recommended for adults 
and young people. 


Our changing family life. McGraw-Hill. 
1957. 22min. $125. 


Gives first a picture of family life on a farm 
in the 1880’s: father teaching his son to plow, 
grandmother and mother working together 
in the house, daughter sewing for the family, 
grandfather currying the horses, younger 
children caring for the livestock. The family 
eats together, prays at meals, attends church, 
reads scripture in the home; courting takes 
place in the home; family sings and plays 
games together. Transition then shows how 
social conditions have changed the pattern of 
the home: the same farm family is seen in a 
kitchen with up-to-date labor-saving devices; 
grandmother sits reading a magazine; outdoor 
work is mechanized; grandfather does only a 
few chores; the children are at school and the 
parents eat alone. Changes are traced to the 
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growth of cities, to increase in factory work, 
to altered status of women after they gained 
the vote and their employment opportunities 
were enlarged. Depressed economic conditions 
and war are held responsible for the uproot- 
ing of families and breaking up of homes with 
subsequent strained family relations and 
higher divorce rates. Other scenes show a 
present-day home with the wife going out to 
an art class, the husband helping in the house, 
baby sitters coming in, and the children using 
the car to get away from home. As a whole 
the film gives a good general review of social 
change; little attention, however, is given to 
the economic strains of family life. Although 
it tends to cover too much, it can be useful 
for discussion on the family and its role in 
modern society.
